But  although  it  feems  evident,  that 
richnefs  of  pnfturc  has  no  efFedt  in  alter¬ 
ing  the  finenefs  of  the  ftaple  of  wool, 
yet  it  is  certain,  that  unleik  Iheep  have 
abundance  of  food,  fo  as  to  keep  the  a- 
rimal  iu  good  health,  thegoodnclsof  the 
wool  in  other  refpedts  wnll  be  'Conlidera- 
bly  impaired.  For  it  is  an  undoubted 
■fadt,  that  a  poor  difeafed  (beep  never 
produced  a  fleece  of  wool  of  the  beft 
quality;  as  in  thefe  cafes,  how'cver  fine 
it  may  be,  it  is  hard  and  dry,  and  Wants 
that  foftnefs  and  ftrength  'which  is  fo  ne- 
ceffary  for  rcndering'the  w»bol 'pliable  in 
working,  and  durable  in  wearing.  In 
this  fenl'c,  therefore,  richnefs  of  pafiiire 
may  have  fome  effedf  upon  the  wool ;  be- 
caulc  iu  feeding  countries  the  fheep  are 
always  kept  in  very  high  condition,  which 
is  not  always  lo*  much  attended  to  in 
poorer  foils,  which  only  ndmit  of  breed¬ 
ing  thcep.  Bill  this  inconvenience-  may 
always  be  avoided  even  in  thefe  countries, 
by  taking  care  never  to  overftock  the  paf-  . 
ture;  forif  this  is  attended  to,  noaniinal 
will  continue  in  good  health  in  poorer  paf- 
tiire  than  a  fhcep.  It  islikewifeof  conft- 
quence,  on  this  account,  to  guard  againfl 
the  accidental  temporary  want  of  food,  ‘ 
'  from  the  long  continuance  of  a  ftorm  of 
fuow  in  winter,  by  providing  a  futficient 
flock  of  dry  fodder  to  be  given  them  on  * 
thefe  occafion8;-a  thing  hardly  cvef.  at¬ 
tended  to  by  our  fheep-raifers  in  Scot- 
‘  laud,  which  not  only  greatly  impairs  the 
quality  of  our  wool,  fo  as  iu  many  cafes 
to  render  the  manufat^lures  made  of  it  not 
lo  beautiful,- and  Icfs  durable  in  the  wear 
than  they  olhcrw-ifc  would  have  been, 
but  is  alfo  attended  with  luch  ferious 
confe'quences  in  other  rcfpcdls,  as  ought 
to  induce  tljc  farmers  at  any  rate  to  pro¬ 
vide  this  inoft  neeefTary  article,  the  means 
of  doing  which  is  fo  eafy  in  almoft  every 
fituatioM,  that  thofc  who  omit  to  do  it 
can  juftly  plead  no  cxcule  but  their  own 
ncglii'cncc  or  inattention.  I  thought  it 
neeefTary  to  take  notice  of  this  circum- 
flancc  here,  that  no  one  may  be  induced, 
from  what  1  bad  laid^  too  baltily  to 


dopt  the  plan  of  improvement  that  is 
here  foggeiled ;  and  to  obviate- the ‘ob* 
jedtions  that  mighi  darted  by  thofc 
-who  had  niade  too  partial  obfervations

E  ABERDEEN’S  ingenious  letter 
•  97*J  received  in  courfe, 

and  would  have  been  anfwered  before 
•this  time,  -had  not  other  neeefTary  bur> 
Bcfs  put  it  out  of  my  pow'cr.  - 1  can  cali- 
*  ly  fee,  from  the  explication  he  gives  of 
the  meaning  of  his  former  objections 
r[Vol.  xxiv.  P.  i6o],  that  in  fome  things 
-I  have. not  fully  unacrllood .  him ;  and  I 
mud  beg  leave  to  add,  that,  notwilh- 
1  (landing  all  the  care  I  thought  1  had  ta- 
•ken  fVol.  xxiv.  P.  353.]  toicxpUin  the 
general  defign  of  my  fird  letter  £Vol. 
xxiv.  P.  33.3,  he  dill  appears  to  me  to 
midake  my  fentiments  on  the  fubjeCt. 
This  has  .probably  arifen  from  a  like  in¬ 
accuracy  in  my  expreffions,  as  that  he 
,  fo  candidly  acknowledges  on  bis  part. 
And  indeed,  when  one  confiders  the 
novelty  and  intricacy  of  the  fubjeCl,  ftich 
inaccuracies  may  be  cafily  forgiven.— 
Mean  while,  as  it  would  afford  but  poor 
•  entertainment  to  your  readers,  tyc 
,  were  to  balance  our  accounts  of  thU  fort 
by  a  long  detail  of  remarks  and  rxplict- 
tions,  1  fhall  content  myfelf  atprefenc 
with  making  only  a  few  ihort  obferva- 
tions  on  fome  of  thofc  things  in  my  let¬ 
ters  that  appear  to  him  mod  liable  to 
objection,  and  fubjoining  to  thete  a  few 
remarks  on  fome  of  the  mod  material 
objections  to  my  hypothelis  about  the 
qualities  of  peat',  that  occur  to-wards  the 
end  of  his  lad  letter.. 

And  I.  If  by  the  pecultar  quaUiict 
of  peat-rmclb  E*  Aberdeen  means  any 
thing  that  renders  it  fit  for  fuel,  or  con- 
ditutes  it  an  inflammabk  fubdance,  when 
properly  dt  ied,  I  do  not  attribute  thefe 
(pialitiet,  or  any  of  them,  to  the  dyptic 
'particles  extracted  cither  from-  trees  or 
any  Other  vegetables  whatever.  AH  the 
ufe  I  meant  to  make  of  them  was,  to 
confider  them  only  ai  an  additional  bel^ 
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to  the  water,  in  order  to  preferve  the 
trees  thennVlvfh,  and  tlic  general  mafs 
of  dead  vr;:etables  around  them,  fliil 
longer  Ire  m  d:lIblution  than  I  liippoied 
they  coiiM  U  by  the  water  alone.  And 
1  do  !till  think,  that  as  iuch  a  ({ypticity 
does  actually  rxift  l>oth  in  the  dn'ferent 
kind**  of  trees  1  mentioned,  and  in  many 
of  the  llirubi^  and  plants  that  grow  com¬ 
monly  ill  peat-molfcs,  and  water  is  ca¬ 
pable  of  extraiiling  and  communicating 
it  to  ether  bi>dies,  either  quite  void  of 
U,  or  piiffeiriog  it  in  a  degree  inferior 
to  that  of  iliole  from  whence  it  is  ex- 
traded;  an<l  as  tins  operation,  in  other 
circumltances,  tends  to  preferve  Ihofe 
b(>dies  frv  m  outrefadion  on  which  it  is 
perf.*rmeu,  u  teems  not  A>  very  unrea- 
lonahlc  to  fuppotc,  that  the  ftyptioty  in 
rjnfili.i'.  rr  i',  tvi'.d  in  like  nvinner  to 
!:•  -p  !'•  .;c  icT.-'’  ra  ils  of  vegetables,  of 
^vhrj'.i  pt  it-ii.ois  is  luppolcd  to  confilt, 
in  that  particular  flate  of  piefcrvation  in 
vhleh  vve  find  them.  Whether  this  o- 
pt»..llrn  bt  called  or  not  is  no¬ 

ways  nijfcrlal  to  the  qiieftion;  only  I 
c-innot  iulp  oi>urviiig,  that  as  there  ap¬ 
pear^  to  be  fon'c  relemblance  betwixt 
the  rig'dity  of  dry  pears  and  that  «.f  tan¬ 
ned  U'.trivr,  dried  immediately  after  it 
is  hr.mplu  cut  cd  the  tan-pit,  id  there 
leems  to  me  at  lead  to  be  lo  much  re- 
femblance  betwixt  the  foftnefs  of  leather, 
before  it  is  dried  and  wrmigiu,  and  the 
loftnefs  cf  wooil  and  other  vegetables, 
eif  wliich  I  fiippofe  peat  mofs  to  confift, 
that  1  can  fee  little  dilference  in  them 
but  what  I  think  may  be  accounted  for 
from  the  different  length  of  time  they 
have  been  macerated  in  the  water. 

2.  1  ir.ult  oblcrve,  tnat  in  fpeaking  of 
what  I  fiipnofed  to  be  the  efted  of  this 
ffypticity  in  my  firit  letter,  1  had  faid 
that  1  f:i\v  no  impropriety  in  ufing  the 
Word  tanning  to  exprefs  that  operation 
<'f  nature  by  which  dead  vegetables  arc 
into  peat.  This  was  but  an 
inaccurate  exnrtfiion,  but  it  was  intend¬ 
ed.  to  mean  no  more  than  1  had  faid  with 
greater  accuiacy  in  the  end  of  the  para- 
gr.ip'n  iinuiciiiately  before  it,  t\hire  I 
inaoc  ufc  of  the  phralc,  "  a  particular 
Hate  of  prefervation,’*  and  which  E,  .>/- 
icrJccK  feems  to  tiiink  is  a  favourite 
<«ne  with  nae.  It  really  is  fo;  and  I 
i'fiail  give  my  reafons  for  uling  it  fo  of¬ 
ten  in  treating  this  fubjcct.  “  Pe.it- 
riols,  as  £.  Aberdeen  cbferves,  when 
tulh  due  up.  appears  to  be  redoetd  to 
the  coLfiilciiCc  cl  a  foft  pulp,  wliich  may 


be  cut  in  all  diredions  with  the  utmoft 
facility;”  and  w^hen  macerated  in  boil¬ 
ing  water,  ftems  to  contain,  befidesthe 
diliinguilhable  fragments  of  dead  plants, 
a  great  quantity  of  very  minute  par¬ 
ticles,  which  aupear  to  me  to  be  alfo  of 
a  vegetable  nature.  Thcfc,  I  imagine, 
together  with  the  bituminated  partlclci 
of  vegetable  oil  mentioned  in  my  fecond 
letter,  being  diffufed  through  the  whole 
fubftance  ot  peat-mofs,  and  kept  con? 
ftantly  drenched  in  w^atcr,  give  it  a  foft 
and  pulpy  confiltcnce.  And  1  take  thef* 
minute,  and,  as  I  fuppofc»  vegetable  parr 
tides,  to  orocced  from  the  two  follow 
ing  caufes,  viz.  i.  That  many  of  the 
fupenor  parts  of  mofs- plants  annually 
wither,  and  are  fo  much  diflblved  be- 
fine  they  bill  quite  under  water,  that 
they  become  almoft  as  fine  as  common 
vegetable  earth:  and  a.  That,  notwitb* 
(landing  the  water  in  which  they  arc 
immerfed,  and  all  the  affiftance  it  is  fup- 
poled  to  derive  from  the  aftringent  parts 
of  trees  and  other  vegetables,  the  fub- 
ft.ance  of  peat-mofs,  or,  if  you  will,  the 
buried  plants  of  which  it  confifls,  will,  in 
a  long  courfe  of  time,  naturally  come  to 
a  certain  degree  of  diiTolution,  pven 
without  the  aid  cf  fermentation  of  any 
fort.  From  ihefe  caufes  I  am  inclined 
to  think,  that  fomething  like  a  probable 
and  confident  account  may  be  given  of 
the  fecmingly  oppofite  qualities  of  appar 
rent  rottennefi  and  ^reai  injlamma' 
bility  ot  peats;  and  T  prefumc  it  will 
alfo  appear  from  ihLun,  that  there  w^s 
feme  degree  of  propriety  in  ufing  the 
phrafe  in  queflion,  and  applying  it  to  a 
iubfiance  of  fo  fingular  a  nature,  and  in 
fuch  lingular  circnmftanccs. 

3.  I  had  alfo  faid  in  that  letter,  that 
the  and  blacked  peats  I  had  ever 
feen  were  dug  near  buried  oak;  and  the 
next  bed  from  under  heath  in  the  moors. 
But  though  I  there  mentioned  their  good? 
nefs  as  well  as  their  colour,  it  was  with  00 
dclign  to  account  for  cither  the  one  or 
ihc  other  at  thai  time;  nor  was  it  ever 
my  intention,  liowevcr  inaccurately  I 
may  have  exprclVcd  my  fentiments,  to 
deduce  the  goodiKls  of  peats,  coiifiiicf 
ed  as  a  fuel,  or  their  indamroabiliiy 
from  the  ftypticiiy,  either  cf  oak  or  any 
other  vegetable  fubftance  whatever.— 
'Fhefe,  1  mean  their  infiammablc  quali- 
llc-i,  are  at  lead  attempted  to  be  dt  jj* 
ced  ill  my  fecond  letter  from  very  diffe¬ 
rent  principles,  as  any  one  may  csfijf 
fee  that  will  take  the  trouble  of  lurniJ'-S 
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to  it.  Tn  r.iort,  had  E,  Aberdeen  fiifTi- 
citiiily  :4tttiidcd  cither  to  the  dlltindioii 
iiid  ciowM  ill  the  firft  paragraph  of  my' 
jecond  letter  [V’'ol.  xxiv.  P.  353.],  or  to 
the  general  Itrain  ot  the  rcmaiks  con¬ 
tained  in  the  tirlt  part  of  that  letter,  I 
a'H  perfeaded  he  would  have  feen  at 
once  that  1  divl  not  contidcr  his  former 
obrervations  a»  obje(5tions  to  what  1  had 
advanced  at  all;  and  conftqueiUly  that 
the  additional  remarks  he  has  made  in 
his  laft  letter  [P.  97.],  arc  really  levelled 
againd  an  opuiion  that  I  never  dreamed 
of  lupportiiig. 

As  to  the  inftance  I  gave  of  a  peat- 
dack  that  took  fire  of  itfelf,  all  1  fiiall 
fay  about  it  is,  that  I,  and  leveral  other 
people  prefent  at  the  time  it  happened, 
had  no  doubt  of  its  haying  taken  fire  of 
its  own  accord;  r.or  have  I  ever  yet 
j  been  able  to  afl'ign  any  other  caufe  for  it 
I  thin  fermentation.  And  for  the  criti- 
cifni  on  my  l.tying  that  peats  once  heat¬ 
ed  by  fermentation  became  ^wholly  un¬ 
fit  for  the  fire,  it  was  not  very  neceffa- 
ry,  as  all  1  meant  by  that  loofe  expref- 
‘  fion  was  no  more  than  that  they  there¬ 
by  loft  fo  much  of  their  inflammable 
p  u  t,  that  they  were  of  little  or  no  value 
as  a  fuel  for  the  fire. 

!  With  regard  to  hIs  objections  againft 
my  account  of  the  colour  of  peat-mofs, 

1  anlwer,  i.  That  the  blacknefs  of  the

Ito  produce  the  fuppofed  efftCt :  a.  T?»at 
the  argument  from  the  blue  tinge,  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  admixture  of  ftyptic  vege¬ 
table  juices,  and  the  folution  of  vitriol, 
will  not,  at  Icaft  in  my  humble  opinion, 
appear  to  be  of  great  weight,  if  we  rc- 
on  the  vatt  number  of  other  plants, 
befuleH  thofe  of  a  ftyptic  nature,  that 
inter  into  lire  compofition  of  peat-mofs; 
more  efpccially,  as  it  is  a  faCt  well  known 
to  every  dyer,  that  the  addition  of  one 
fingle  vegetable  fubftance  to  the  folution 
of  galls  and  copperas,  inftead  of  either  a 
black  or  a  blue  of  any  (hade,  W’ill  ftrike 
a  deep  brown. 

As  to  his  queftions  concerning  the  at¬ 
traction  or  .aftinity  betwixt  the  vitriolic 
jcid  and  the  native  oils,  or  inflammable 
lubftance  of  vegetables,  I  refer  him  for 
Uic  folution  of  it  to  the  fourth  column  of 
pcottroy’j  Table  cf  Affinities :  and  for 
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his  other  queftion  about  the  oil  of  the 
fir-tree,  though  it  might  receive  a  very 
eafy  folution,  yet,  as  it  would  ncccflarily 
lead  me  to  confider  the  nature  of  refi- 
nous  fubftances  in  general,  I  cannot  think 
of  entering  into  it  at  prefent,  Utv-mfe  I 
am  perfuaded  a  fubjeCl  of  tiMt  fo«t,' 
however  well  treated,  could  afford  little 
or  no  entertainment  to  the  far  greater 
part  of  your  readers ;  and  for  the  fame 
reafon  I  have  omitted  many  obferva- 
tions  both  on  £.  Aberdeen  t  letters,  and 
the  fubjeCt  of  peat-mofs  in  general. — In 
the  mean  time  I  ftiould  think  myfcif  ex¬ 
tremely  happy  were  I  to  have  the  ho¬ 
nour  of  a  private  correfpondence  with  a 
gentleman  of  his  candour  and  ingenuity ; 
and  if  he  be  Hill  dcfirous  of  cftabliftiing 
fuch  a  correfpondence,  as  I  can  have  no 
doubt  of  it,  confidering  the  polite  man¬ 
ner  in  which  he  exprefles  himfclf  con¬ 
cerning  it  in  the  end  of  his  laft  letter,  I

From  this  fketch  of  Ilumauitas,  I  will 
venture  to  aflirin,  that  he  is  an  utter 
llra"ger  to  the  people  whole  rfianners 
he  lo  illiberally  condemns,  and  that  the 
l.undrcds  on  whofe  teflimoiiy  he  pre¬ 
tends  to  rely,  arc  ecjually  ignorant  of  the 
fads  as  himfelf.  At  lead,  I  cannot  aflign 
a  caiife  more  favourable  to  him  for  the 
grols  manner  in  which  his  credulity  has 
been  impofed  on.  Ilis  figures  arc  fo  ex¬ 
travagant,  his  arguments  fo  ridiculous, 
th-it  it  would  be  abfurd  to  enter  into  a 
imnute  ccnfidcration  of  them.  L  fliall 
therefore  only  conclude  with  a  few  oI>- 
lerviiuins,  to  which  I  can  always  hold 
my  face,  and  maintain  to  be  true. 

In  no  part  of  Sci>tUnd  are  landlords 
more  iiiduJgent  to  their  tenants  than  in 
C.iithuels.  There  every  proprietor  con- 
hders  himfelf  to  be  inlerePied  in  the  wtl- 
la»c  of  the  mcanelt  teiiant ;  and  if  they 
err  in  any  refpecl,  it  is  by  carryir’g  that 
maxim,  on  f<»me  ^Kreafion®,  to  too  great

lord  dw*al8  out  his  corn  from  his  own 
.private  (lores  for  the  ufe  of  his  tenants; 
iand,  fhonid  that  prove  iafuilicient  to. 
[  fubnif  ihtm,  he  purchaics  from  his  neigh-  ^ 
hours  to  rclicyc  the  tlifirefres  of  fiia 


refpects ;  bVeaufe  1  believed  that,  if  their 
people  were  kept  more  punctual  to  their 
terms  of  payment,  aiul  were  'made' 
pav  more,  it  might  prompt  them  tpfn*- 
diifiry,  which  I  confefs  they  need.  Hut 
‘  (replies  the  landlord)  if  I  purfuif  my 

*  tenant  at  hvv  for  his  rentp,  I  ruin  hiirf. 

*  If  I  riiiu  him,  I  hurt  myfvlf;  and  if  I 
‘  augment  his  rent  for  any  fmall  impr'ove- 
‘‘  ments  he  has  aheady  made,  he  will 

*  thereby  be  diqMrlted  from  doing  more.” 
In  fluirt,  no  people  can  be  treated  wdth 
more  tendrrncfs,  humanity  and  compaf- 
fion,  than  the  tenants  of  Caithnefs;  anti 
the  effcift  of  it  is,  that  they  acquire  a  de¬ 
gree  of  fricndfiilp  and  attachment  fgr 
their  mailers,  that,  1  believe,  is  not  lo  be 
equalled  in  any  other  country.  They 
never  remove,  or  are  removed,  but  witf* 
reluiflance.  The  fanie  farm  commonly 
defeends  from  father  to  fon  for  many 
gencralions ;  and  the  tenants  inCaithnefV 
live  better  than  thofc  of’any  other  coun¬ 
try  that  p.ay  double  their  rents.  "  ' 

I  know  that  they  have, been  rcprcftnl- 
cd  by  travellers  as  flavifii  dependents^ 
becaufe,  iu  fome  parts  of  the  country 
through  which  they  ha.doccafion  to  pafi> 
to  Johnic  Groat’s  Ilpufe,  they  have  fccti 
the  people  at  work  labouring  the  farms^ 
or  mains,  pofleOVd  by  their  landlords; 
and,  for  the  fakeoT  tbc  country,  I  wl’fti 
that  the  pradlicc  was  tbtally.abolifhed,. 
or  that  ftrangers  were  properly  inform¬ 
ed  of  the  nature  cf  this  fcrvice,.  and  of 
the  genius  of  Ihc.people.that  perform  jt* 
If  they  were  made  to  nnderftand  ^t^ii^fe 
things,  their  wonder ‘would  ceafe,  apd 
they  would  no  longer  condemn  thc.lantl- 
holderc  in  Caithncl*  on  that  accouM.”  , 

Perfonal  ferviccB  from  tenants  to  land¬ 
lord*  we  knc;w  were  formerly  exa^cd 
throughout  all  Scotland,  though,  in'ineft 
coiiutifs,  it  has  been  Idn^  fince  abpliyi- 
ed,  'and  a  confideratiori  in  mp^cyj.^kea 
in  Ucxi  ithcreof.  r  In  the  nprlhern 
tieVthc  'practice  is  dill,  rcUlned  in  Tome 
^deg'fee,.  though,  1  bcncvc,*notT6‘thi:^cSi 


as  in  Cailhnefs.  There  too  it  is  gradu¬ 
ally  declining  ;  but  on  thcl'c  eftates 
v'here  it  in  inoft  iiiVil,  each  tenant  has 
the  particular  number  of  days  he  has  to 
work  in  Iced-time  and  harveft  ftipulatcd 
to  him,  or  his  particular  piece  of  work 
afligned  him,  according  to  the  extent  of 
land  that  he  pefTciTes.  He  takes  his 
farm  with  that  exprela  burden;  and  it  is 
in  faft  a  part  of  the  tent  he  pays  for  it. 
He  cannot,  therefore,  be  faid  to  be  ep- 
prejfcd  by  ihcfc  fervices.  He  is  far  from 
thiiiKiiig  I'o  himfelf;  and  I  know  land- 
holocrs  in  Caithnels  who  propofed  to 
convert  the  fervices  of  their  tenants  at  a 
rate  incredibly  low,  infinitely  Icfs  than 
the  value  of  their  work;  and  yet  the 
tenants  chofe  to  continue  their  fervices. 
So  fai  arc  Ihel'c  people  from  looking  on 
thcmfelves  as  hurt  or  opprefltd  by  the 
lervices  they  perform  to  the  mafters  ! 

1  ftiall  only  mention  further,  as  a 
proof  of  what  I  have  advanced :  That 
while  the  tenants  from  other  parts  of 
Scotland,  and  particularly  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  county  of  Sutherland,  are  emi¬ 
grating  in  hundred:;  to  America,  the 
tenants  cf  Caithnels  content  thcmfelves 
with  their  litua’ioiik-  at  home — not  for 
want  of  fpirit;  for  the  numbers  of  men 
that  arc  annually  levied  in  Caithnefs  to 
ferae  his  majtfty,  do  indicate  their  not 
being  behind*  hand  with  their  neigh¬ 
bours  in  th.it  refpe<ff;  but  bccaufe  they 
are  Ivetler  treated,  and  in  better  cir- 
cumftances,  than  thofe  poor  people  who 
are  obliged  to  feek  for  bread  in  regions 
unknown.  Indeed,  MrHumanitas  W’ould 
impofc  upon  the  world  a  very  different 
ftory ;  and,  1  muft  confefs,  that  Mr  Hog 
ha**  given  him  too  good  caufe  for  fo  do- 
iiV’,  as  he  has  not  been  fo  candid  as  to 
int  rnr  from  what  county  his  cargo  of 
eniigrants  came.  But,l  do  aver,  that 
of  .he  iSo  that  were  fliipped  at  Thurfo, 
in.i  alv.ve  one-tenth  (exclnfive  of  Mr 
Hog’i>  familv),  did  belong  to  Caithnefi*. 
And  1  am  peiiuaded,  that  even  thefc 
few  would  not  have  thought  of  emigra¬ 
ting,  if  Mr  li'.'g  had  not  brought  his  ihip 
toCaithnefs;  and,  I  am  told,  that  moff 
of  them  are  now  upon  their  relura 
homewards.  In  fliort,  I  refer  to  the 
lifts  of  emigiauts  lately  ccllcdted  by  the 
officers  of  it^te  lii  Seoiland,  if  the  num¬ 
ber  from  Ci'iihuefs  is  not  far  inferior  to 
that  from  any  of  the  other  northern 
counties. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  hope  that  I  have 
ccDvlnced  Iluiuar.itas,  and  your  nume¬ 


rous  readers,  that  his  charges  of  oppref- 
fion,  barbarity,  and  inhumanity,  againic 
the  gentlemen  ( f  Caithnefs,  arc  equally 
falfc  and  injurious.  Was  he,  as  1  have 
done,  to  paf«  fome  years  among  them, 
he  w  ould  fpeak  other  language,  and  join 
with  me  in  declaring,  that  ho  fuperiori 
Ircdt  their  dependants  with  more  hu¬ 
manity — that  no  landlords  pradife  grea¬ 
ter  lenity  to  tenants;  and  that  none  arc 
more  hofpitablc  and  polite  to  ftrangeri, 
than  the  gentlemen  of  Caithnefs.

the  European  woods  is  fuperior  to  that 
of  the  other  parts  of  the  globe 

As  birds  are  now  annually  imported 
in  great  numbers  from  Alia,  Africa,  and 
America,  I  have  frequently  attended  to 
their  notes,  boih  fiogly  and  In  concert, 
which  are  certainly  not  to  be  compared 
to  thofc  of  Europe. 

Thomfon  the  poet  (whofc  obfervationi 
in  natural  hiftory  are  much  to  be  depend¬ 
ed  upon)  makes  this  fuperiorily  in  the 
European  birds  to  be  a  fort  of  compeofa- 
tion  for  their  great  inferiority  in  point  of 
gaudy  plumage.

I  have  made  no  mention  of  the  bulfinch  in  this  table,  which  is  commonly  conlideredai  s 
finging  bird,  becaufc  its  wild  note,  without  inlfru^on,  is  a  molt  jarring  aod  difagrecabk 
noilc.

It  moft  be  admitted,  that  foreign  birds, 
when  brought  to  Europe,  arc  often  heard 
to  a  great  difadvantage;  as  nnany  of 
them,  from  their  great  tamenefs,  have 
certainly  been  brought  up  by  hand,  the 
conrequcnce  of  which  I  have  already  da¬ 
ted  from  feveral  experiments.  The  foft- 
billed  birds  alio  cannot  be  well  brought 
over,  as  the  fuccedancum  for  infers 
(their  common  food)  is  frefh  meat,  and 
particularly  the  hearts  of  animals. 

I  have  happened,  however,  to  hear  the 
American  mocking-bird  in  great  perfec¬ 
tion  at  MefiVs  Vogle’s  and  Scott’s,  in 
Love-lane,  Eadcheap. 

This  bird  is  believed  to  be  dill  lisdng, 
and  hath  been  in  England  thefc  dx  years. 
During  the  Ipace  of  a  minute,  he  imita¬ 
ted  the  wood  lark,  chafEnch,  blackbird, 
thrulh,  and  fparrow.  I  was  told  alfo, 
that  he  would  bark  like  a  dog;  fo  that 
L  the  bird  feems  to  have  no  choice  in  his 

I  imitations,  though  his  pipe  comes  ncar- 
tft  to  our  nightingale  of  any  bird  I  have 
yet  met  with. 

With  regard  to  the  original  notes, 
how’cver,  of  this  bird,  we  are  dill  at  a 
L)f»,  as  this  can  only  be  known  by  thofe 
who  are  accurately  acquainted  wdh  the 
fong  of  the  other  American  birds. 

Kalm,  indeed,  informs  us,  that  the 
natural  long  is  excellent  *  ;  but  this  tra¬ 
veller  feems  not  to  have  been  long  e- 
nough  in  America  to  have  didinguidied 
what  were  the  genuine  notes.  With  us 
mimics  do  not  often  fuccccd  but  in  imi¬ 
tations. 

1  have  little  doubt,  however,  but  that 
this  bird  would  be  fully  equal  to  iUc 
fong  of  the  nightingale  in  its  whole  com- 
pafs;  but  then,  from  the  attention  which 
the  mocker  pays  to  any  other  fort  of 

Idifagrceable  noifes,  thefe  capital  notes 
would  be  always  debafed  by  a  bad  mix¬ 
ture. 

We  have  one  mocking-bird  in  Eng¬ 
land,  which  is  the  ikyJark,  as,  contrary 
to  a  general  obfervation  1  have  before 
made,  this  bird  will  catch  the  note  of  any 
other  which  hangs  near  it,  even  after  the 
Iky  lark  note  is  fixed.  For  this  reafon 
the  bird-fanciers  often  place  the  ikylark 
iKxt  one  which  hath  not  been  long 
caught,  in  order,  as  they  term  it,  to  keep 
the  caged  (kylark  honed. 

The  quedion,  indeed,  may  he  afkcd, 
why  the  wild  (kylark,  with  thefc  powers 
of  imitation,  ever  adheres  to  the  paren¬ 


tal  note;  but  it  mud  be  recolleaed,  that 
a  bird,  when  at  liberty,  is  for  ever  Ihift- 
ing  its  place,  and  confequently  does  not 
hear  the  fame  notes  eternally  repeated 
as  when  it  hangs  in  a  cage  near  another- 
In  a  wild  date,  therefore,  the  (kylark  ad¬ 
heres  to  the  parental  notes,  as  the  parent 
cock  attends  the  young  ones,  and  is  ' 
heard  by  them  for  fo  coniiderable  a 
lime. 

I  am  aware  alfo,  that  it  may  be  adeed, 
bow  birds  originally  came  by  the  notes 
which  are  peculiar  to  each  fpecies.  My 
anfwer,  however,  to  this  is,' that  the  ori¬ 
gin  of  the  notes  of  birds,  together  with 
its  gradual  progrefs,  is  as  difficult  to  be 
traced  as  that  of  the  dtifereiit  languages 
in  nations. 

The  lots  of  the  parent  cock  at  the  cri¬ 
tical  time  for  indru^ioif  hath  undoubt¬ 
edly  produced  thole  varieties  which,  I 
have  before  obferved,  are  in  the  fong  of 
each  fpecies;  becaule  then  the  ncdling 
hath  either  attended  to  the  fong  of  fome 
other  birds,  or  perhaps  invented  fome 
new  notes  of  its  own,  which  are  after¬ 
wards  perpetuated  from  generation  to 
generation,  till  fimiUr  accidents  produce 
other  alterations.  The  organs  of  fome 
birds  arc  alfo  probably  fodefe^ive,  that 
they  cannot  imitate  properly  the  paren¬ 
tal  note,  as  fome  men  can  never  articu¬ 
late  as  they  ihould  do.  Such  defeats  ia 
the  parent  bird  mud  again  occafjon  va¬ 
rieties,  becaufe  thefe  defeats  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  to  their  defeendants,  who  (as  I 
before  have  proved)  will  only  attend,  to 
the  parental  fong.  Some  of  thofe  de«- 
feendaots  all'o  may  have  imperfect  or¬ 
gans,  which  will  again  multiply  varieties 
in  the  fong. 

The  truth  is,  as  I  before  obfirrved,  that 
fcarcely  any  two  birds  of  the  fame  fpe- 
cies  have  exactly  the  fame  notes,  if  they 
arc  accurately  attended  to^  though  there 
is  a  general  rcfcmblance. 

Thus  rood  people  fee  do  dtSTcreoce 
between  one  (beep  and  another,  when  4 
large  flock  is  before  them.  The  (hep- 
herd,  however,  knows  each  of  them,  and 
can  fwear  to  them  if  they  are  loft,  as  can 
the  Lincolnlhire  goolherd  to  each  geofe.

A- 
an  excellent  opportuniiy,  during  the  in-  bout  this  time,  too,  it  was,  that  Alciat,  a 
terrepnum  which  fuccccded  the  reign  of  famous  civilian,  gave  his  ingenious  anfwcr 
the  late  emperor;  for  the  throne  being  to  the  bilhop.  'The  lawyer  being  alked 
now  vacant,  and  nothing  to  check  his  his  advice  concerning  the  treatment  of 
piojeds  ill  Italy,  he  took  upon  him  to  an  inquifitor  who  had  been  apprehended 
impofe  the  iiviiiifition  on  three  different  and  carried  before  the  pontiff,  in  return  ' 
provinces,  viz.

tidem  vsrhis^  and  commands  that  they 
be  llriiitly  executed : — and  he  did  well 
to  fiipport  the  fuperftrudture  of  his  am¬ 
bition  upon  no  other  halts  than  that  of  a 
uictence  for  religion;  for  to  be  a  heretic 
is  undoubtedly  the  fame  thing,  and  evi¬ 
dences  the  fame  bad  dcligns  upon  his 
government,  as  a  traitor  to  a  temporal 
prince.  There  remains  another  bull, 
wherein  he  cnioins  the  officers  of  thefe 
connirits  to  take  notice  of  different  ar¬ 
ticles  or  conftitutioub  relating  to  the  in- 
qulfiiion ;  and  amongff  thefe  articles  he 
declares  it  llrall  be  lawful  for  the  inqui- 
filorn  to  have  their  charges  defrayed  out 
of  the  (.f  the  perions  condemned. 

A  more  efltaJtual  method  he  could  not 
havedeviud  to  nuke  them  faithful  in 
dilcharging  their  duty,  ami  to  compafs 
lea  and  land  to  find,  or  rather  create  a 
witch.  I'he  auri  facra  fames^  infati- 
able  thirll  for  money  would  make  them 
catch  at  every  fltadow  of  accufation,  and 
when  that  failed,  to  extort  a  confeffion  by 
cruelties  and  torments.  Hence  we  find 
that,  when  this  court  was  once  fet  on 
foot,  an  incretlible  number  of  people 
Were  toit tired  and  burnt  for  the  crime 
of  witchcraft:  and  this  crime  the  fubtile 
judges  had  fo  blended  and  interwoven 
with  hcrefy,  or  denying  the  pontifical 
pov^cr,  that  in  fearching  out  witches, 
and  in  torturing  arul  putting  them  ta 
death,  they  did  gratify  at  once  the  am- 
bitif>n  and  ufurped  authority  of  their 
mailer  the  Pope,  and  their  owm  un¬ 


hundred  adtually  left  their  lives,  befidcs 
many  w’ho  found  means  to  efcape,  ei¬ 
ther  by  timeoufly  betaking  themfciveslo 
their  heels,  or  by  patiently  enduring  the 
moll  excruciating  tortures*  In  a  word, 
after  the  founding  of  the  Francifean  and 
Dominican  order,  and  the  creiJling  an 
office  of  inquifition,  the  world  became 
fo  full  of  witches  and  devils,  that  I  can¬ 
not  help  giving  into  the  opinion  of  a  very 
fenlible  writer,  who,  treating  on  this 
fubjed  of  witches  and  witch-finders,  af- 
fei  ts,  that  “  it  teems  with  avarice — and 
folly.”

SofHC  curious  Particulars  of  the 
JHand  of  Malta ;  from  Mr  Bry- 
done’s  Tour* 

The  fortifications  of  Malta,  arc  in¬ 
deed  a  moll  llupendous  work.  All 
the  boafted  catacombs  of  Rome  and  Na¬ 
ples  are  a  trifle  to  the  immenfe  excava¬ 
tions  that  have  been  made  in  this  little 
ifland.  The  ditches,  of  a  vail  fize,  are 
all  cut  out  of  the  folid  r^ck.  Thefe  ex¬ 
tend  for  a  great  many,  miles,  and  raife 
our  allonifliment  to  think  that  fo  fmal)  a 
nation  has  ever  been  able  to  execute 
them. 

One  fide  of  the  ifland  is  fo  completely 
fortified  by  nature,  that  there  was  no¬ 
thing  left  for  art.  The  rock  is  of  a  great 
height,  and  abfohiteiy  perpendicular  from 


bounded  avarice.  H’llory  informs  us,  the  fca  for  feveral  miles.  It  is  very  lin- 
that,  about  the  year  1.518,  the  inquifitors  pular,  that  on  this  tide  there  are  ftill  the 
cauUd  to  l>c  put  to  death  a  vail  number  veftiges  of  feveral  antient  roads,  with 
of  iiiclianters  whom  tliey  had  detedled  the  tracks  of  carriages  worn  deep  in  the 
(fi  the  Venetian  Urritoricb;  and  fuchwas  rocks:  thefe  roads  are  now  tcrmliMted 
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by  the  precipice,  v.ith  the  fei  bentathf 
:ind  Ihevv  to  a  dcmonltration  that  this 
illiiid  has  in  fui  mer  a^ieb  been  of  a  much 
larger  fizc  th  in  it  is  at  prcfcnt;  but  the 
convulfijn  that  occafioiud  ila  diminu¬ 
tion  is  probably  much  beyond  the  reach 
of  any  Inflory  or  tradition.  It  has  often 
Irten  obferved,  notwithftinding  the  very 
great  diftance  of  Mount  ^ttna,  that  this 
illand  has  generally  been  more  or  Icfs 
rilTedtcd  by  its  eruptions;  and  they  think 
it  probable,  that  on  fome  of  thefe  occa- 
Tions  a  part  of  It  may  iuve  been  Hukeu 
into  the  fea. 

We  have  now  an  opportunity  of  ob- 
ferving  that  one-half  of  Mount  ^tltna  is 
clearly  difeovered  from  Malta.  They 
reckon  the  diftance  near  200  Italian 
;r/:lss :  And  the  people  here  aiTure  us, 
tliat  in  the  great  eruptions  of  that  moun¬ 
tain  their  whole  illind  is  illuminated; 
.inj,  from  the  rtflcdlion  in  the  water, 
there  appears  a  givat  track  of  fire  in  the 
fea  all  tlie  way  from  Malta  to  Sicily. 
Ttie  thundering  of  the  inouniaiR  is  likc- 
•wife  dillinitly  hea’-d. 


Wc  were  delighted,  on  onr  way  back 
to  the  city,  with  the  beauty  of  the  let¬ 
ting- fun  ;  much  fupeiior,  I  think,  to 
what  I  have  ever  obferved  it  in  Italy, 
The  whole  of  the  caftern  part  of  ilic 
heavens’,  -for  half  an  hour  after  fun-fci, 
was  of  a  fine  deep  purple,  and  made  a 
beautiful  appearance ;  this,  the  Maltefe 
tell  us,  is  generally  the  cafe  every  even¬ 
ing  at  this  feafon  of  the  vear. 


Jure  7.  Wc  made  an  expedition  thro’ 
the  illand  in  coaches,  drawn  by  one 
mule  each;  tlie  only  kind  of  vehicle  the 
place  affords.  Our  conda;ftors  could 
fpcak  nothing  but  Arabic,  which  is  kill 
the  language  of  the  common  people  of 
Malta;  fo  that  you  may  believe  u’e  did 
not  reap  mucii  bciufit  troiii  their  c«n- 
xerfition.  We  went  firft  to  the  antient 
city  of  Melita,  which  is  rear  the  center 
<»f  the  ifland,  and  commands  a  view  of 
the  whole;  and,  in  clear  weather,  they 
pretend  of  part  of  IVai  btary  and  of  Sicily. 
The  city  is  ftrorgly  fortified,  and  is  go- 
^•erntd  by  an  othcer  called  the  liaiihem. 
He  received  us  very  politely,  and  ihew- 
ed  us  tlie  old  palace,  which  i#  not  in¬ 
deed  much  worth  the  feeing.  The  ca¬ 
thedral  is  a  very  fine  church ;  and,  al¬ 
though  of  an  exceeding  large  lize,  is  at 
prefent  iutircly  hung  with  ciimlon  da- 
niatk,  richly  laced  with  goUl. 

I'he  catacoiTiIvi,  rot  far  from  thi«  city, 
are  a  great  n-ork.  'i'hey  are  laid  to  ex¬ 
tend  for  fittcco  miles  norier  ground ; 
however,  this  you  are  obUged  to  take 
on  the  credit  of  your  guidt:,  as  it  would 
rather  be  rilking  t<.*o  much  to  put  it  to 
the  trial.  Many  people,  they  amirg  u*-, 
have  been  loll  from  adv;mciug  too  far  in 
them;  the  prodigious  nurr.lKr  of  bran¬ 
ches  making  it  next  to  impdublc  to  find 
tbc  way  out  a^ain. 


Tile  land  force  of  M^lta  is  equal  to  ibe 
number  ot  men  in  the  illind  fit  to  bear 
arms.  They  have  about  500  regulars 
belonging  to  the  (hips  of  war,  and  ijO 
compofc  the  guard  of  the  prince.  The 
two  iflands  of  Malta  and  Gozzo  contiin 
about  i5c,c-co  inhabitants.  The  men.irc 
exceedingly  rcbufl  atui  hardy.  I  have 
Ictn  them  row’  for  Wii  or  twelve  hours 
^without  interm’ifiiou,  and  without  cvcb 
appearing  to  br  fatigoetl. 

Thtir  lea  force  confifts  of  four  gal¬ 
leys,  three  galliots,  four  ihips  of  fisty 
guns,  and  a  frigate  of  thirty-fix,  bclidci 
a  number  of  the  quick  failing,  little  vcf* 
fels,  called  fcampavias  (literally,  runa¬ 
ways).  Their  fliips,  galleys,  and  forti* 
ficatiuns,  are  not  only  well  fupplird 
with  excellent  ariillrry,  but  they  have, 
likewife  invented  a  kind  of  ordnance 
of  their  own,  unknow’n  to  all  the  world 
befides.  For  w’C  fouiul,  to  onr  no  Imall 
amazement,  that  the  rocks  were  not  on¬ 
ly  cut  into  furliiicatioiiH,  but  likewife  in¬ 
to  artillery  to  defend  thefe  fortification?, 
being  hollow  cd  out  in  many  places intotbe 
form  of  immenlc  mortars.  The  charge 
is  laid  to  be  about  a  barrel  of  gun-pow- 
dcr,  over  whicli  they  place  a  large  piece 
of  w  ood,  made  exa^ly  to  fit  the  mouth, 
of  the  chamber.  On  this  they  heap  a 
great  quantity  of  canuon- balls,  IbelU, 
or  other  deadly  materials;  and  when  an 
enemy’s  fiiip  appro;^'hes  the  harbour, 
they  fire  the  whole  into  the  air,  and 
they  pretend  it  produces  a  very  great 
etiCift,  riiakwig-a  ihower  for  tw’O  or  three 
hundred  yarda  round  that  would  fink 
any  velfrl. 

Notw’ithftanding  the  fiippofed  bigotry 
of  the  Maltefe,  the  fpirit  ot  tolciaironb 
to  ftreng,  that  a  moique  has  lately  beca 
built  for  their  fworn  enemies  the  Turks- 
Mere  the  pOi^r  fiavca  are  allowed  to 
joy  their  religion  in  peace.  It  happened 
lately  that  fouKf  idle  hoys  diA'wbed  i1k»** 
during  their  fcrvice;  they  were  imnic* 
diatcly  fent  to  prilon  and  feverdy  p®‘ 
niihcd.  Th.c  pcli.cc,  iad:cd,  is 
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better  regulated  than  in  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  countiies,  and  alTiibnations  and  rob¬ 
beries  are  very  uncommon;  ihe  laft  t>f 
which  crimes  the  grand-mafter  punifhes 
xviih  the  uimott  feveriiy.  But  be  isfwd, 
perhaps  in  compliance  with  the  preju¬ 
dice  of  his  nation,  to  be  much  more  re¬ 
lax  with  regard  to  the  fir  it. 

Pcihaps  Malta  is  the  only  country  in 
the  world  wircre  chiclling  ia  permitted 
by  law. — thrir  whole  cftablifliment  is 
originally  founded  on  the  wild  .and  ro¬ 
mantic  principles  of  chivalry,  they  have 
ever  fjund  it  too  inconfiltent  with  thelc 
principles  to  abolilh  duelling ;  but  they 
have  laid  it  under  foch  rcllridions  as 
greatly  to  reduce  its  danger.  Thcfe  are 
curious  enough. — The  duellifts  arc  o- 
bhgrd  to  decide  their  qrwrrel  in  one  par¬ 
ticular  rtrcct  of  the  city;  and  if  they 
prelume  to  fight  any  where  elfe,  they 
are  liable  to  the  rigour  of  the  law.  But 
what  is  not  Icfs  fingular,  and  much  nu>re 
ill  their  favour,  they  arc  obliged,  under 
the  molt  fcveie  penalties,  to  put  up  their 
fwoid  when  ordered  fo  to  do  by  a  T0&- 
r/fW,  a  prirji^  or  a  knight. 

Under  theft*  limitation^,  in  the  midft 
of  a  great  city,  one  w’ould  imagine  it  al- 
mofl  iinpotlib’c  that  a  duel  could  ever 
end  in  hlimd;  however  this  is  not  the 
cafe: — A  rrofs  is  aiwayi»  painted  on  the 
wail  oppofite  lo  the  fpot  where  a  knight 
has  bi-en  kitlerl,  in  comoiein<»ralion  of 
his  lall.  We  counted  about  twenty  of 
thefe  crelTee. 

About  three  months  ago,  two  knights 
had  a  difpute  at  a  billiard  t.ihle.  One  of 
them,  alter  giving  a  great  deal  of  abufive 
language,  added  a  blow;  but,  to  the  a- 
dondlimeiit  of  all  Malta  (in  whofc  an-' 
nals  there  is  not  a  ftmilar  inllancc),  after 
fo  great  a  provocation,  he  abfolutely  rc- 
fukd  to  fight  his  antagonift.  The  chal- 
lerge  was  repeated,  and  he  had  time  to 
leflcift  on  the  conftquences,  but  (till  he 
lefuitd  to  enter  the  lifts.  He  was  con¬ 
demned  to  make  amende  honorable  in 
the  great  church  of  St  John  fer  forty- 
five  days  fucceflivcly,  then  to  be  con¬ 
fined  in  a  dungeon  without  light  for 
five  years,  after  which  he  ib  lo  remain 
a  prifoner  in  thecaftlc  for  life.  The  un- 
fintunate  young  man  who  received  the* 
blow  is  hkewilc  in  dilgracc,  as  he  has 
not  had  an  opportunity  of  wiping  it  out 
in  the  blocd  of  his  adverfary. 

This  has  been  looked  upon  aa  Tery 
fingulir  affair,  ami.  it*  ftill  otic  ^  the 
Hiiicipal  topics  of  ^onvetfaiion.  The 


firft  part  of  the  fcntence  has  already 
been  executed,  and  the  poor  wretch  is 
now  in  his  dungeon  :  nor  is  it  thought 
that  any  abatement  wuH  be  made  in  whaC 
remains. 

The  Maltcfc  ftill  talk  with  horror  of  a 
ftorm  that  happened  here  on  the  i^tli  of 
Oftober  1757,  which,  as  rl  was  of  a  very 
lingular  nature,  1  lhall  tranflate  you  ftrine 
account  of  it,  front  a  little  book  they 
have  given  me  written  on  that  fubjedt. 

About  three  qu.'irters  of  an  hour  after 
midnight  there  appeared,  to  the  foutb- 
weft  of  the  city,  a*  great  black  cloudy 
which,  as  it  approached,  changed  its  co¬ 
lour,  till  at  laft  it  became  like  a  flame  of 
fire  mixed  with  black  fmoak.  A  dread-* 
fid  Hoife  was  heard  on  its  approach,  tkaC 
alarmed  the  whole  city,  it  pafied  over 
part  of  the  port,  and  came  ftrft  on  air 
Englilh  Ihip,  which  in  an  inftant  was 
torn  to  piece. ,  .ind  nothing  left  but  the 
hulk;  part  of  the  maft,  fails,  and  cor¬ 
dage,  were  carried  along  with  the  domf 
to  a  conliderahle  diftance.  The  fmalf 
boats  and  fclnqnes  that  fell  in  its  way 
were  all  broken  to  pieces  and  funk.  The 
nnife  increased  and  became  more  fright¬ 
ful.  A  ccRCinel,  terrified  at  its  approach, 
run  into  his  box;  both  he  and  il  were 
Rfted  up  and  carried  into  the  fca,  where 
he  perillicd.  It  then  traverfed  a  confi- 
derable  part  of  the  city,  and  laid  in 
ruins  alntoft  every  thing  that  dared  to 
oppofe  it.  Several  houfes  were  Ifftd  le¬ 
vel  with  the  ground,  and  it  did  not  leave 
one  fteeple  in  its  paflage.  The  beHs  of 
fome  of  them,  together  with  the  fpircs, 
were  carried  to  a  conftderable  diftance-. 
The  roofs  of  the  churches  were  demo- 
lilhed  and  beat  down,  which,  if  it  had 
hajxpcned  in  the  day-time,  muft  have 
occafioncd  a  dreadful  carnage,  as  all  the 
world  would*  immediately  have  run  te 
the  churches. 

It  went  oft-  at  the  north-eaft  point  of 
the  city;  and,  demulifhing  the  light- 
houfe,  is  faid  to  have  imiurited'up  into 
the  air  with  a  frightful  noife,  and'  palTed? 
over  the  fca  to  Sicily,,  where  it  tore  .up 
fome  trees,  and  did  other  damage,  Ikit 
nothing  conlklerablc,  as  its  fury  had  bnn 
moftly  rpciit  upon  Malta.  The  number 
killed  and  wounded  amounted  to  near 
SCO;  and  the  lofs- of  fliipping;  houfes, 
and  churcheSi  was  very  conQderablc. 

Several  ircatife.s  have  been  written  ta 
account  for  this  fingular  phaenomenon,^” 
but  I  have  found  notlwng  at  all  fltivfac- 
ivry*  The  (entimems^  of  the-people  are 
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concife  and  pofitive.  They  declare,  with 
one  voice,  that  it  was  a  legion  of  devils 
let  looie  to  piiEilh  them  for  their  fins. 
There  are  a  ilioufand  people  in  M^lta 
that  will  take  their  oath  they  faw  them 
within  the  cloud  all  as  black  as  pitch, 
and  breathing  out  fire  and  brimftone. 
They  add,  that  if  there  had  not  been  a 
few  godly  people  amongft  them,  their 
w’hr.le  city  would  certainly  have  been  ii  - 
voived  in  one  univerl'al  deltrudion.

ON  Tuefday  Nov.  iS.  1764,  at  four 
o’clock  in  the  atternoon,  the  wea¬ 
ther  being  extremely  fine,  the  w  ind  iliift- 
ed  at  once  tt*  the  S.  \V.  and  began  to 
blow-  freHi,  the  iky  at  ihe  fame  time  Ix*- 
coming  black  to  windwaul;  in  a  few' 
minutes  all  the  people  that  were  upon 
the  deck  were  alarmed  with  a  fudden 
and  unufual  noife,  like  the  breaking  cf 
the  lea  upon  the  iliore.  1  ordered  the 
topiails  to  be  handed  immediately;  but, 
before  it  could  be  done,  1  faw  the  fea  ap¬ 
proaching,  at  fome  diiiance,  in  vail  bil¬ 
lows  covered  with  foam.  1  called  to  the 
people  to  hawl  up  the  forefail,  and  let 
go  the  main-ihect  inftantly;  for  1  was 
perfuaded,  that,  if  we  had  any  fail  out 
when  the  guft  reached  us,  we  ihould  ei¬ 
ther  l>e  ovtifet,  or  lofc  al!  our  marts.  It 
leached  us,  however,  before  we  could 
raife  the  main  rack,  and  laid  us  upon  our 
beam  ends.  The  main  tack  was  theh 
cut,  for  it  was  become  impoffible  to  cart 
it  olf;  and  the  main  Iheet  (truck  down 
the  firrt  lieutenant,  bruifed  him  dreadful¬ 
ly,  and  beat  out  three  of  his  teeth.  The 
main  topfail,  which  w-as  not  quite  hand¬ 
ed,  was  Ipiit  to  pieces.  If  this  fquall, 
■w’hich  came  on  with  lefs  warning,  and 
more  violence,  than  any  I  had  ever  fecn, 
had  taken  us  in  the  night,  1  think  the 
lliip  luuft  have  been  loft.  When  it 
came  on,  we  obferved  fcvcral  hundreds 
of  birds  flying  before  it,  w'ho  exprtfled 
their  terror  by  loud  ftiricks.  It  lafttd  a- 
bout  twenty  minutes,  and  then  gradual¬ 
ly  lubfided.

T'HE  author  of  this  humorous  per¬ 
form  .♦ncc,  in  an  ironical  dfdicition 
to  thr  governors  of  the  FounJlin^  hof- 
pital,  fpcaktng  of  the  intention  of  found¬ 
ing  a  fchool  in  that  hofpitat  for  mtific, 
**  Wfien  !  was  informed  of  this  c- 
vent, !  hailed  the  happy  omen,  the  dawn 
of  an  Auguftan  xra,  and  rel'ol  vxd  t0  4)fl'er 
ray  tribute  of  congiat«iUtion  ‘and  ap- 
pi.uilc,  and  to  dedicate  this  work  to  a 
let  ‘*f  gentlemen,  who  have  to  diflin- 
giiiihed  their  zeal  for  the  interclt  and 
advancement  of  miific.  Perhaps  it  will 
at  til  It  appear  a  bold  undertaking  in  the 
guardians  of  deftrted  orphans,  chiefly 
liipportcd  by  pat  liamentary  grants  of 
public  money,  to  declare  that  they  can¬ 
not  be  maintained  by  the  public  for  a 
more  urcfiil  purpofe,  than  to  be  taught 
t*>  fing  and  play  Italian  airs:  For  men 
of  narrow  and  contraifted  minds,  who 
have  neither  ear,  nor  voice,  nor  hand, 
viil  fill!  imagine,  that  it  might  prove  of 
more  national  utility  to  breed  thefe  a- 
depted  children  of  tlic  public  to  huf- 
bandiy,  navigation,  &c.  the  objeAs  of 
tlieir  original  deftination,  than  to  con¬ 
vert  one  of  the  nobleft  of  uur  public 
charities  into  a  nurfery  for  the  fupply  of 
mulical  performers  at  our  theatres,  gar¬ 
dens,  and  hops. — But  this  is  a  vulgar 
prejudice.  The  improvement  of  the  fine 
arts  ought  to  be  the  firft  objeA  of  pub¬ 
lic  attention  in  an  age  of  luxury,  peace, 
and  plenty,  like  the  prefent:  when  we 
have  rivalled  the  Italians  in  mufic,  it 
vmH  be  time  enough  to  think  of  our  na¬ 
vy  and  our  agriculture.  We  have  al¬ 
ready  (to  our  ihamc  be  it  fpoken)  better 
failors  thin  fidlers,  and  more  farmers 
thin  contrapuniifts.  But,  as  I  take  this 
circumftance  to  arife  intirely  from  the 
d’ifrrent  degree  of  encouragement  thofe 
occupations  have  hitherto  received,  ‘1  do 
not  dcfpair  of  feeing  the  reverfe  take 
place,  when  gentlemen  of  your  rank 
deign  to  ftand  forward,  and  correct  the 
errors  of  the  public,  by  the  influence 
and  fandion  of  your  example.** 

The  following  is  the  account  our  au¬ 
thor  gives  of  himfclf,  aud  the  motives 
for  his  peregrination ; 


“  I  Was  born  in  the  parifli  of  Go- 
tham,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham  ;  my 
father,  was  a  lawyer,  and  my  midhcr 
had,  for .  many  years  before  her  mar¬ 
riage,  cried  t>yfiers  and  Newcaftlc  fal- 
mon  about  the  ftiect>  of  l^ondon.  Nei¬ 
ther  of  them  are  (aid  to  have  been  re¬ 
markable  for  their  vocal  cr  inftrnmcntal 
talent,..  'My  ■mothcr*s  voice  was  in¬ 
deed  exceedingly  Ihri'd  and  dKTcnint,  as 
I  have  been  credibly  infi»rmcd  by  tlic 
‘neighbours;  hov^'cver,  I  was  no  fooncr 
born  than  I  gave  proof  of  uncommon 
mufical  propchfiiies.  1  entered  the  world, 
ringing  inftead  of  crying,  at  lealt  my 
fquall  was  truly  melodious,  and  laviflied 
the  cars  of  the  midwife;  though,  I  muft 
confefs,  the  envious  old  hag  of  a  nurfe 
did  pretend  that  my  mother  and  Mrs 
Midnight  mifluok  the  origin  of  the  W’ild 
notes  I  uttered  as  foon  as  I  favv  the 
light ;  and  infifting  that  they  only  de- 
noieti  the  wind -cholic,  immediately 
drenched  me  with  a  large  dofe  of  rhu¬ 
barb:  however,  flic  has  candidly  coii- 
feflTed,  that  flic  cafily  fang  me  to.flecp 
whenever  I  was  peevifh,  and  that  even  by 
mean?  of  fuch  fimple  melody  as  “  JaOk 
Sprat,**  or  “  hey  diddle  diddle,  the  cat 
and  the  fiddle.**  A  harfh  and  menacing 
recitative  would  as  <.flc<5tually  deter  me 
from  a  naughty  trick  as  a  good  whip¬ 
ping.  The  found  of  a  drum,  or  any  o- 
ther  martial  mufic,  had  fuch  an  imme¬ 
diate  effect  upon  my  nerves,  that  I  was 
obliged  to  be  turned  dry  before  the  piece 
waf  half  over.  The  famous  **  march  in 
Saul”  is  too  powerful  for  me  even  at  this 
day,  though  I  can  ffand  any  other  with¬ 
out  being  offciifive.  -Indeed,  I  am  fo 
well  convinced  of  the  connedlion  be¬ 
tween  the  found  and  the  fenfe  in  all 
good  ir.ufic,  that  I  wifi  venture  to  pre- 
icribc  “  Handel’s  Water- jn'ece,**  and 
“  Water  parted  from  the  fca,**  as  fpcci- 
fic8  for  a  ftrangury.  1  know  that  there 
is  great  truth  in  what  Sh.iketpcarc  faya 
of  the  bagpij>e;  and  1  have  obferved 
that  a  Jixrkey  always  vvbiflies  to  his 
horfc  upon  llicfc  occalinns,  which  never 
fails  to  produce  great  effects,  thuugii  the 
performer  want  brilliancy  of  execution 
ever  fo  much. 

“  One  of  the  firft  circomftances  I  mylclf 
can  recollci^t  in  my  early  years,  was  the 
great  pleafure  I  tf>ok  in  hearing  a  blind 
boy  play  times  on  a  bladder  of  air  prc(<v 
fed  between  a  bow- (tick  and  its  ftring. 
The  Jew’s  harp  next  engaged  my  atten- 
tipQ^  and  aftcrwaids  the  bagpipe  and 
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baflbon.  ln<1ecd  I  do  remember  having 
been  told  by  my  grandmother*  that,  whillt 
I  uas  yet  in  coats,  I  took  vatt  delight  in 
pinching  the  tails  of  the  parlon’s  litter  of 
pigs,  and  would  liften  to  their  various 
notes  and  tones  from  they  liiarp  of  the 
^\hine  of  the  lealt  of  the  taadiy,  quite 
tlown  to  the  b  flat  of  the  boar  himiclf. 
This,  with  my  attention  to  my  coral 
and  bells,  and  rattle,  Tinging  through  a 
comb  and  browm  paper,  together  with 
ihc  great  expertnefs  1  afterwards  Tnewxd 
an  making  w’hiftles  of  reeds,  and  the  re¬ 
cent  bark  of  fycamore  twigs,  made  the 
oldcft  people  of  the  parilh  torelel,  that  I 
ihould  one  day  or  other  become  a  great 
and  celebrated  mufician. 

“  My  tafle  for  the  filler  art  of  mufic, 
poetry,  was  likewife,  as  1  am  informed, 
oblervcd  very  early  in  my  childhood,  as 
1  alw'ays  held  my  mouth  wide  open 
'when  the  pfalm  was  fung  at  our  parilh 
church ;  and  focn  was  able  to  repeat, 
viihout  a  book,  a  great  part  of  Stern- 
}u>ld  and  Hopkins’s  excelknt  verfion  of 
that  great  Dilettanti  i>crformcr  on  the 
hirp,  king  David’s  pieces. 

“  llaving  been  well  informed  that  the 
infancy,  and  indeed  the  lipcr  years  of 
al'.e  great  Muf.  D.  or  mulical  dodor 
{>Ahom  1  call  par  exctllenccy  Dr  Mus), 
palkd  in  much  the  lame  manner,  and 
-with  limilar  expectations  from  all  the 
eld  ladies  (  f  his  acquaintance,  and  ha- 
^ing  oblcrvtd  with  what  tclaiy  and  in¬ 
cited  univeiial  approbation  of  all  people 
of  tafic,  his  ingenious  aecopnt  (tf  his  in¬ 
genious  travels  have  been  received,  I 
conceived  a  ddign  of  following  fo  illuf- 
trious  an  example,  and  travelling  thro* 
the  dontinioiis  ol  Engbnd,  Scotland,  and 
Ireland,  with  the  tow  n  of  Bcrwick-upon- 
'I'wted,  to  give  a  true  Hate  of  the  inufi- 
cal  improvement  and  pregrefs  in  thele 
l;ingdom<;  and  hope  1  may  flatter  my- 
Ivll  that  the  dcdlor  himfclf  will  applaud 
my  undei taking,  and  confider  it  as  a 
proper  lupplcmcnt  to  his  elaborate  work, 
“  IV fore  1  fet  forwards  on  my  travels, 
1  eholc  to  change  my  name  from  Collier 
to  Ccglioni,  or  Collioni,  as  more  eupho- 
rious  :  and  on  the  fiill  of  April,  having 
torn  niylelf  from  the  arms  ot  my  weep¬ 
ing  wile,  and  four  Imall  children,  1  put 
ir.y  brtfloon  into  a  green  bag,  and  flung 
it  acrofs  my  Ihiuldtrs;  my  large  violon- 
tello  was  laid  on  my  knee  as  1  lat  in  the 
vaggon,  and  n.y  deaths,  with  a  bottle 
biandy  and  lome  bifeuit*,  were  pack¬ 
ed  up  id  the  viol  cafe*  As  I  was  fieitfier 


patronized,  nor  franked  on  my  tour  by 
any  Dilettanti  lord,  I  mull  cqnfcfs,  the 
low  date  of  my  circumllanccs,  and  the 
poverty  in  which  I  had  left  my  family, 
call  a  damp  on  my  Ipirits;  but  this  was 
always  foon  diflipated  by  an  air  on  the 
violoncello,  and  by  recblie^iiig  the  great 
advantages  my  travels,  to  inquire  into 
the  Hate  of  mulic  in  this  ifland,'  would 
be  to  my  dear  native  country,  and  the 
fame  and  glory  1  fhould  acquire  by  the 
publication  of  my  work,  perhaps  only 
interior  to  that  of  the  great  Dr  Mui 
himfelf. 

Infpir’d  by  tafle,  o'er  lands  and  Teas  he  flew, 
Europe  he  Taw,  and  Europe  faw  him  too. 
Thro*  lands  of  Tinging,  or  of  dancing  Haves, 
Love-echoing  woods,  and  lutc-rclouadini 
waves. 

O  while  along  the  ftream  of  time,  that  name 
Expanded  flics,  and  gathers  all  its  faine;  ' 
Say,  (hall  my  little  bark  attendant  fail, 
Purfue  the  triumph,  and  partake  the  gale?—; 

Mr  Collier  then  gives  a  very  wbimfi- 
cal  account  of  his  travels  through  Lin¬ 
coln,  Shcflfield,  York,  Durham,  Carlifle 
and  Briflol.  On  the  pcfufal  of  them, the 
reader  will  ealily  perceive,  that  the  ait- 
thor  had  in  his  eye  the  travels  of  a  mufi- 
cal  gentleman,  lately  publifticd.— Tbc 
following  is  Mr  Ci>llicr*s  account  of  bit 
journey  through  York. 

“  Nothing  worthy  of  remark  occur¬ 
red  in  my  journey  from  Shtfficld  to 
York ;  but,  at  my  approach  to  this  celt- 
brated  city,  my  heart  leapt  for  joy 
foou  as  1  beheld  the  towers  of  the  cathe¬ 
dral.  Here,  fays  1,  1  (hall  be  muchca- 
refl'ed  and  followed,  I  dare  believe,  at 
there  are  fo  many  of  the  Dilettanti  who 
refidc  within  the  prcciiu^ts  of  this  antient 
feat  of  mufiC  and  luperflitiou.  This  let¬ 
ter,*  (ays  I,  is  of  inefiimabie  value,  taking 
it  trom  my  pocket,  and  reading  the  (li- 
rcdlion,  “  For  that  incomparable  Mufi¬ 
cian  and  Antiquarian,  Dr  fiiccup.”— 
Duubtlefs  he  will  pay  great  aittention  to 
bis  friends  at  Lincoln,  w  ho  have  honour¬ 
ed  me  with  it.  The  footman  (hewed  me 
into  an  elegant  parlour,  w  here  there  was 
a  clexk  w  ith  chimes,  (o  contrived  that  St 
Peter,  St  Paul,  and  the  Virgin  Mary  were 
feen  flriking  alternately  on  the  bells, and, 
by  a  Iw’tct  trio,  announced  every  hour 
of  the  day.  Dr  Hiccup  was,  it  feetnii** 
his  devotions,  which  he  always  pcrfoim* 
cd  in  imitation  of  that  great  and  devout 
mulician,  king  David^  Be’  was  a  t^l» 
licney  flgure,  wMlh  a  fwarthy  cofDplexi9j 
and  blear  eyes.  As  I  lat  down,  he  lock 
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no  notice  of  me,  but  continued  dancing  was  fuddenly  taken  with  a  rapturous  Hi 
vilh  a  harp  in  his  hand,  without  his  of  devotion,  and,  pulling  up  his  nigt^t- 
brccches,  and  with  his  night- gown  and  gown  to  his  waift,  began  to  fing,  and 


(hilt  tucked  up  above  his  wailt;  and,  as 
he  turned  his  brown  polteriors  this  way 
and  that,  in  the  gyrations  of  the  dance, 
all  the  women  and  children,  that  were 
looking  in  through  the  window  of  his 
pailour,  giggled,  and  made  faces,  and 
Ihcwcd  variety  of  indecent  gelticulations 
and  noifes.  None  of  thefe,  however,  in¬ 
terrupted  the  devotions  of  this  great 
man. 

“  Never  were  fuch  charming  tunes  eli¬ 
cited  from  mortal  harp,  Cambrian  orEo- 
lic !  The  dance  was  devotion  itfelf  in 
human  form  ! — After  a  little  rcfrtfli- 
meni,  this  illuftrious  mufician  conde- 
feended  to  entertain  me  with  fevcral  in- 
tcrelting  particulars  of  the  manner  of 
his  life,  which  1  begged  leave  to  copy  in 
my  pocket  book  in  his  pretence. 

“  He  rofe  every  morning  when  bis 
chime-clock  flruck  eleven  (for,  like  the 
famous  chevalier  Gluck,  he  is  too  great 
a  genius  to  rife  early),  and  generally  ga¬ 
ped  all  the  time  his  lady  was  putting  on 
hih  breeches.  Fur  breakfaft  he  always 
eat  rolls  and  butter,  whether  in  fummer 
or  winter  ;  and  after  his  breakfafl  paid  a 
vifit  to  Cloacina;  but  affured  me  he  ne¬ 
ver  ufed  old  mutic-books  on  this  occa- 
fion  on  any  account.  He  retired  to  rc(( 
about  ten. 

“  He  communicated  many  other  par¬ 
ticulars  to  me  of  lefs  moment,  and  was 
fo  obliging  at  length  to  beg  I  would  treat 
him  with  an  air  or  two  on  the  balloon. 

**  I  thought  this  a  good  opportunity 
to  give  him  a  fpecimen  of  my  poetic  ta¬ 
lents,  as  well  as  of  my  muhcal  ones,  and 
performed  the  following  ifong,  which  I 
compoied  at  Gotham  fevcral  years  ago ;

“  The  fwcetnefs  of  the.  notes  on  my 
baflbon  (an  indrument  wbofc  tone  is  fo 
like  the  found  it  was  to  reprefent)  ra- 
vilhed  his  ears,  which  he  hung  quite 
down  on  each  ihouldcr  during  the  whole 
time  of  my  performance. 

**  I  dept  this  night  at  Dr  Hiccup's 
houfc,  and  borrowed  a  (hirt  and  pair  of 
(lockings  of  him.  At  breakfait  1  took 
an  opportonity  to  tell  him  of  the  nar- 

lowQcl's  of  my  circumllanccs;  but  he

dance,  and  caper,  and  kick,  to  luch  a 
degree,  that  no  one  in  the  room  was 
lafe.  I  ran  towards  the  door  to  fave  my 
(liins;  and  the  dudlor,  rifing  with  both 
feet  in  the  air  like  a  harlequin,  gave  me 
fuch  a  horfe-kick  on  my  rump,  iingin? 
at  the  fame  time  the  march  in  SauT, 
that  1  defeended  into  the  llreet  dowy^ 
Bve  Heps,  head  foremoft,  and  cracked  my 
balToon  in  twenty  places. 

**  Six  hours  I  attended  at  the  door, 
but  was  told  by  a  fervant  out  of  a  win* 
dow,that  the  dodor  was  dill  performing 
his  dance  of  devotion ;  and,  aught  I 
know,  that  great  man  may  dance  till 
donm^s-day,  as  1  never  after  could  get 
any  other  anfwcr  at  bis  door. 

**  On  more  mature  reflcdlion,!  thought 
this  kind  of  treatment  very  hard  from  a 
brother  mufician,  and  one  to  whom  I 
was  fo  well  recommended;  but  I  confo* 
led  myfelf  with  confidering,  that,  though 
my  baffoon  was  broken  in  (Sundry  places, 
yet  I  had  retained  the  doctor's  Ihirt  and* 
dockings;  and  that  it  was  very  likely 
my  great  prototype.

Anecdote  of  the  /<s/^King. 

IS  majedy  once,  on  his  return  to 
England  from  his  German  domi¬ 
nions,  having  his  carriage  broken  down 
between  the  Brille  and  Helvoetfluys,  was 
obliged  to  dop  at  an  obfeure  public- 
honfe  on  the  road,  whild  fome  of  his 
fervants  went  forward  to  order  another 
carriage.  The  refrtftimcnt  he  had  here 
was  a  pot  of  coffee  for  himfelf  and  lord 
Dclawar,  and  four  bottles  of  Holland’s 
gin  made  into  punch  for  the  footmen : 
However,  when  the  bill  came  to  be  called 
for,  the  honejl  Dutchman,  knowing  who 
he  had  undlr  his  roof,  made  out  the  fol¬ 
lowing  charge :  **  To  rcfrefhments  for 
his  facred  majedy  king  George  II.  and 
houfchold,  91 1.”  Lord  Dclawar  was  fo 
provoked  at  fuch  ah  impodtion,  that  be 
could  not  forbear  railing  his  voice  fo 
loud  that  the  king  overheard  him,  and 
infided  upon  knowing  the  particulars, 
which  his  lordlhip  had  no  fooncr  ac-' 
quaioted  him  of,  than  he  very  good-hu- 
roourcdly  replied,  He  be  von  very 
great  rogue ;  however,  my  lord,  let  him 
be  paid;  kings  very  feldom  call  this 
way.”  '  -  ' '

POLAND. 

Dantzicky  Aug*  12.  “  A  board  of

differences  between  the  king  ofPruflia 
and  this  city,  ariling  from  the  well- 
knowm  claims  of  the  former,  and  are  rc- 
ftridled  to  conclude  their  negociations  in 
thecourfe  of  three  months.  The  moft 
fanguiue  hopes  are  formed  that  this  nc- 
gociation  w’ill  prove  concluGve,  and  at 
laft  releafe  this  city  from  the  calamities 
die  has  fo  long  laboured  under.” 

GERMANY. 

Vienna t  Aug.  3.  “  Prince  George 
Auguftus  of  Mccklcnburgh  Strelitz,  ma¬ 
jor-general,  is  arrived  here,  and  purpo- 
fes  going  to  fee  the  different  encamp¬ 
ments.  It  is  a  cuftom  of  this  prince, 
never  to  lock  his  bed-chamber  door, 
which  gave  a  thief  an  opportunity  of 
robbing  him  the  firft  night  he  lay  here, 
of  his  gold  watch  fet  with  diamonds,  the 
cnligns  of  the  order  of  Poland,  and  his 
purle,  which  were  altogether  valued  at 
7000 florins;  and  notwithftanding  every 
method  has  been  ufed  to  find  out  the 
thief,  he  has  efcaped  the  inoft  diligent 
fcarches. 

Vienna,  Aug.  8.  “  We  learn  from

A  letter  from  Conftantinopic,  dated 
July  18.  fays,  “  The  adlion  that  we  re¬ 
ceived  an  account  of,  in  which  the  Ruf¬ 
fian  troops  are  faid  to  have  confifted  on¬ 
ly  of  9000  men,  and  the  Turks  of  about 
80, coo  men,  was  attended  with  very  fa¬ 
tal  confequtnces  to  the  latter,  mod  of 
whom  ran  away  home.  Thofe  who  re¬ 
turned  to  the  army  of  the  grand  vi//ir, 
plundered  the  tents  and  baggage  of  the 
unfortunate  Abiloel  Refak  Reis  Effendi, 
who  has  hnce  been  baniflied,  and  they 
would  have  murdered  him  if  he  had  not 
ftuind  means  to  make  hl»  efcape.  The 
viv^lorious  Rullians,  in  order  to  turn  this 
rout  to  their  advantage,  advanced  to¬ 
wards  the  grand  vizir,  and  made  as  if 
ihty  would  attack  him,  when  the  whole 
'J'urkiih  cavalry,  being  feized  withapan- 
iiic,  to(>k  ttight,  after  having  plundered 
the  camp,  and  left  the  grand  vizir  at 
Sclu^emna,  where  he  intrenched  himfelf 
with  his  infantry,  having  taken  the  pre¬ 
caution  to  fend  the  military  cheft,  the 
flandard  of  Mahomet,  and  the  chancery, 
to  Adiianoplc.  Three  French  officers, 
a  Popiili  nobleman,  and  a  French  ferjeant, 
who  v\ciu  lately  with  a  train  of  artillery 
to  the  a^ny  of  ihc  grand  vizir,  returned 
here  a  few  days  ago  wi»h  the  runaways. 
Ttu  '^  faid  it  was  impoflible  to  form  an  i- 
doa  of  the  terror  which  had  feized  the 
'Fuikilh  troops,  who,  imagining  they 
could  not  make  head  againfl.  the  enemy, 
were  plundering  the  country  through 
w  hich  they  paliVd,  and  murdering  the  in¬ 
habitants.  Their  fervants  and  furgeon 
n.et  with  the  fame  fate,  and  ihemfelves 
were  in  great  danger.  All  the  artillery 
cad  by  the  chevalier  Toll,  except  three 
pieces  of  cannon,  fell  into  the  hands  of 
the  Ruffians.  The  army  of  the  grand 
vizir,  which  w  as  compofed  of  200,000 
roeu,  is  now’  reduced  to  about  40,000  by 
ilefeals  and  deiertion.  Ten  thoufand 
fpihis  are  come  from  thence,  in  order  to 
retuin  into  Afia.  All  the  good  words 
and  offers  of  money  that  were  given 
them  were  not  fufficient  to  engage  them 
to  return  to  the  army;  they  threatened 
the  vizir  and  the  miniftry  in  fiich  fright¬ 
ful  terms,  that  they  found  thcmlelves 
under  a  neceffity  to  grant  them  a  paf- 
iage.’’ 

A  letter  from  Warfaw*,  dated  Aug.  12. 

“  VVe  have  r.o  other  accounts  from 


the  Ruffian  army  than  that  the  grand  vi¬ 
zir  is  (till  blocked  up,  and  will  continue 
fo  to  be  till  the  ratiheation  of  the  peace 
by  the  Sultan  is  arrived  from  Condanti- 
noplc.  Among  the  reft  of  the  articles 
in  the  treaty  of  peace  arc  included  the 
following,  viz.  that  Moldavia  and  Wal- 
lachia  fhall  be  made  republics,  fubje^ 
however  to  an  annual  tribute  to  the 
Porte;  that  the  Porte  fliall  intirely  level 
with  the  ground  the  forirefs  of  Oczakow, 
which  is  of  as  much  advantage  to  Rufin 
as  the  independence  of  the  Crimea;  and 
that  the  Porte  fhall  pay  Ruffia  four  mil¬ 
lions  and  a  half  of  rubles,  for  the  ex- 
pences  Ihc  has  been  at  during  the  w’ar.^* 
(A  ruble  is  reckoned  at  4  s.  6  d. ) 

By  the  laft  letters  from  Ragufa,  advice 
was  received,  that  befides  the  free  navi¬ 
gation  which  that  republic  hath  obtained 
of  the  emprefs  of  Ruffia,  the  former  has 
reafou  to  hope  that  the  grand  fignior  will 
pay  for  thofe  fliips  of  the  republic  which 
were  loft  when  the  Ragufans  were  con- 
ftrained  to  fend  them  to  his  affiftance. 

Letters  from  Peterfburgh  advife,  that 
the  rebel  Pugatfehew,  alter  gaining  fe- 
veral  advantages  over  the  imperial  troops, 
had  advanced  as  far  as  Calan ;  on  account 
of  which,  the  emprefs  of  Ruffia  remo¬ 
ved  gen.  Tcherbatow  from  tlie  command 
of  tile  Ruffian  troops  fent  againfl  the  re- 
btls,  and  gave  it  to  prince  Galiitzin. 

A  letter  from  Peterfburgh,  dated- July 
29.  fays,  “  Two  regiments  of  infantry, 
a  regiment  of  huffiirs,  and  two  troops  of 
Coffacks  received  orders  laft.  week  to  de¬ 
part  from  hence  in  twenty  four  hours; 
but  vve  know  not  as  yet  the  motives  for 
this  fudden  march.  The  place  of  their 
deftination  wc  arc  likewife  ignorant  of, 
any  further  than  that  thofe  troops  took 
the  road  for  Mufeow’. 

We  learn  from  Peterffinrgh,  of  the 
1 2th  ult.  that  admiral  Knowles  has  fold 
otFhis  furniture,  and  was  then  preparing 
for  his  departure,  in  order  to  retura 
with  his  family  to  England,  through 
Germany. 

The  laft  letters  from  Warfaw  advife, 
that  a  Ruffian  officer,  arrived  there 
from  Peterfburgh,  had  brought  the  a* 
greeable  news  to  the  king  of  Poland, 
that  the  emprefs  of  Ruffia  had  declared 
Ihc  would  not  fuffer  cither  of  the  two 
powers  in  alliance  with  her  to  make  en¬ 
croachments,  or  poHcfs  themfelvcs  of  a 
foot  of  land  in  Poland  more  than  wai 
ftipulated  by  treaty.

A  letter  irom  Paii«,  dated  Aug.  t  t. 
li\s,  “  At  Rcnnc^  they  have  lately  Lad 


a  frcfli  proof  of  the  efficacy  of  the  meani 
employed  for  recalling  drowned  perfoiis 
to  life.  A  boy,  ten  years  of  age,  was  ta¬ 
ken  out  of  the  water  with  all  the  lymp- 
toms  of  death,  after  having  remaimd 
there  near  half  an  hour;  the  afliltance 
preicribcd  in  fnch  cafes  was  given  him, 
and,  after  fix  hours  affiduous application, 
he  recovered  his  health  and  fenles.” 

Some  letters  from  Madrid  mention, 
that  differences  are  ariicn  between  that 
court  and  Portugal,  regarding  the  limits 
of  Paraguay  and  Hrafil,  and  fonie  frauds 
w  hich  have  been  committed  there;  and 
that  thefe  d.fferenceb  w’ent  fo  far,  as  that 
the  Spaniards,  wilh  the  lof«  of  100  men, 
have  taken  a  Portugiiefc  fort. 

It  appears  by  inttlligenccxtimmunica- 
ted  in  letters  brought  by  the  Bridgewater 
Iiidiaman,  that  the  Spanilh  governor  of 
the  Manillas  has  fent  .a  peremptory  met- 
fage  to  Mr  Harbord,  governor  of  the 
Englifh  Eart  India  company’s  fettle- 
ment  at  Balambanco,  that  if  he  does  not 
immediately,  on  receipt  of  that  notice, 
retire^  wuth  all  the  Englifli  who  are 
with  him  on  that  ifland,  he  lhall,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  infliudtions  of  his  court,  fend 
a  fufiicieni  force  to  bring  him  away,  and 
dtftroy  all  fuch  works  and  fortifications 
as  fhall  have  been  erected.  It  is  prcfii* 
med  that  Mr  Harbord  will  not  conform 
to  this  requifnion,  and  ihat  in  all  pro¬ 
bability  the  Spaniard  will  carry  his  threats 
into  execution  ;  in  which  ca<e  the  whole 
cf  this  tranlaiflion  will  extremely  refem- 
ble  vshat  happened  a»  Falkland’s  ifland, 
the  court  of  Spain  having,  previous  to 
the  effablifhment  this  fettlemcnt, 
made  the  ffrongelt  remonltranccs  to  our 
miniffry  againit  that  mcalure,  which oc- 
calioned  A  delay  of  cairying  the  defign 
into  executi..!!  for  a  confiderable  time. 

In  the  letters  brought  by  the  Bridge- 
water  it  appears,  that  they  were  under 
great  apprenenfions  at  Madras  that  the 
M.dirattues  would  enter  the  Carnatic. 
In  cofilcquence  of  which  the  principal 
pan  of  the  troops  had  gone  up  the  coun¬ 
try  to  watch  their  motions;  and,  being 
much  hanaff'vd  with  the  march  and  heat 
of  the  climate  in  that  part,  it  was  feared 
they  w’ould  tntfer  a  very  great  lofs. 

Sir  Robert  Barker,  who  commanded 
the  India  company’s  troops  in  Beng»l 
fince  the  return  of  gen.  Smith,  has  quit* 
ted  that  fervice,  and  arrived  in  the 
Bridgewater.  He  had  li kc wile  for  fojn* 
rime  the  principal  command  of  Snjalt 
Dowla’s  troops,  and  is  laid  to  have  in*4< 
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R  fortune  of  500,000!.  Col.  Champion 
ti’cceeds  him  in  the  chief  command  of 
the  company’s  troops  till  the  arrival  of 
gtn.  C  lav  Cling. 

\Vc  hear  from  Albany,  that  all  the 
rliiefs  and  head  warriors  of  the  lix  na- 
tion^  are  now  on  their  way  to  Sir  Wil¬ 
liam  Johnfon’s,  to  hold  acongrcfs  on  the 
alarming  news  they  received  of  the  mur¬ 
ders  committed  by  Creflap,  and  others 
his an\H:iates,  on  the  Ohio;  that  a  con- 
liderablc  number  are  already  alTembled 
?t  J.ihnfon  Hall;  and  it  is  expected  the 
who’e  will  amount  to  fix  or  feven  hun¬ 
dred;  and  notwithftanding  the  diforders 
which  the  unprovoked  barbarity  of  Cref¬ 
lap,  and  others,  have  occafioned  to  the 
louthward,  there  is  realon  to  hope  that, 
through  the  endeavours  of  Sir  William 
Johnton,  the  fidelity  of  the  fix  nations 
will  Ik:  preferved,  and  the  northern  fron¬ 
tier.  fecured  from  the  danger  and  dillrefs 
HOW’  experienced  on  the  frontiers  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  See.  It  is  how’ever  earnellly  w'ilh- 
<d  by  all  perfons  concerned  in  new  fet- 
tlemenis  or  trade,  that  nothing  may  in 
the  interim  happen  to  defeat  their  fan- 
guine  expectations  from  the  intended 
congrtfs. 

The  Adventure,  capt.  Wharton  Wil- 
fon,  who  failed  from  Shiells  in  April  lall 
lor  Maryland  with  emigrants,  arrived  at 
her  port  in  the  beginning  of  June,  after 
a  fine  pillage,  all  on  board  in  perfeCt 
health;  and  though  the  above  account 
waw  it-nt  within  ten  days  after  their  arri¬ 
val,  yet  the  captain  had  procured  maf- 
ters  for  upwards  of  two  thirds  of  his 
pallVngets. 

Lall  night  a  meflenger  was  fent  off 
from  St  James’s  with  difpatches  that 
puffed  the  great  leal  to  the  lords  of  the 
regency  ot  the  electorate  of  Hanover, 
and  to  gen.  Conway  at  Berlin.  ' 

Our  conliils,  and  others  in  public  cha¬ 
racters  in  Italy  and  Spain,  have  repeat¬ 
edly  and  recently  traiifmitted  accounts 
of  the  lingular  armaments  now  fitting 
out  with  the  grcatell  expedition  in  the 
Spamlli  and  Fiench  ports. 

France  ha*,  built  fince  the  peace,  40  ca¬ 
pital  lliips,  befides  frigates:  Spain  has  in- 
crealcd  htr  navy  in  proportion:  there 
has  alK)  l>een  built  in  the  ports  of  this 
kingdom  37  fail  of  the  line,  22  frigates, 
and  1 1  Hoops  during  the  fame  time. 

V\  c  hear  from  very  good  authority, 
that  a  pcniion  is  granted  on  the  Irilh  e- 
flablifiimcnt  of  3000 1,  per  annum  to  the 
outen  of  Deninaik. 


On  Wednefday  the  native  of  Otaheite, 
being  well  recovered  from  the  fmall-pox, 
dined  at  Sir  John  Pringle’s  in  Pallmall. 
The  earl  of  Sandwich,  and  fevefa!  other 
noblemen,  were  prcft:nt.  He  will  fet 
out  this  week  with  lord  Sandwich  and 
Mr  Bankes,  on  a  tour  into  tlie  weft  of 
England. 

This  morning  two  houfea  in  the  Mint, 
Southwark,  fell  down,  and  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  perfons  were  buried  in  the  ruins* 
Nine  wxre  taken  out,  fome  of  whom  were 
very  little  hurt;  four  very  dangeroufly, 
who  were  carried  to  the  hofpital;  and, 
at  one  o’clock  this  afternoon,  fifteen  had 
been  taken  out  dead,  among  w-hom  was 
a  wmman  that  was  expeCted  to  be  delive¬ 
red  every  hour.  Several  more  bodies 
are  ftill  under  the  ruins.  The  adjoining 
houfes,  from  the  corner  of  Harrow  dung¬ 
hill,  arc  ordered  to  be  taken  down,  to 
prevent  the  like  accident.

You  have  fent  a  number  of  troops 
in  hoftile  array  againft  us,  intending,  as 
we  apprehend,  to  frighten  us  to  comply 
with  thofe  meafiircs  which  your  miiiiftry. 
propofe ;  but  this  will  not  anfwer  the 
pu'pofe  you  intend  thereby.  America 
will  not  enjoy  the  emoluments  of  flavcry, 
nor  fuffer  a  military  power  to  retail  the 
mandates  of  government  to  her.  Wc 
have  yet  one  fliift  left  us,  to  die  gloriouf- 
ly  with  the  fwOrd  in  our  hand,  and  our 
fac.s  to  our  foes.  Wc  arc  forry  to  add, 
that  if  wc  die  we  will  fall,  murdcre  by 
falfe  brethren,  for  the  fake  of  gratify.ng 
their  ambition. 

“  Your  regular  troops  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  at  firft  be  much  fuperior  to  our  mi*7 
litia*;  but  if  ever  it  fhall  be  our  misfor-^ 
tune  to  refill  unto  blood,  the  conlidera- 
tion  of  what  wc  have  to  lofe,  and  the 
jiiftnefs  of  our  caufe,  will  fopport  us  a- 
gainft  this  difadvantage.  Time  will  tcacK 
us  the  art  of  war,  and  you  cannot  dc- 
ftroy  us  all  in  one  day :  if  we  fall,  it  it 
f<»r  a  go(Hl  caufe ;  on  your  fide  it  is  ty- 
rarmy  and  opprelFion.  And,  Sir,  you 
ou,  ht  to  remember  how  many  of  youi* 
own  loldicrs  have  already  deferted,  and 
how  many  more  will  dclert.  Immediattf 
poftefFion  of  lands,  and  other  enjoy- 
nriLit*,  arc  undoubtedly  to  be  prcfcirc^ 


<o  the  cVfAnce  of  war,  which  is  glorious 
l^ut  liiiCi  I  l.iiii ;  this  your  hMciieis  know, 
v'c  fh.tll  certainly  rive  all  cnconra^e- 
rnent  to  th  t*.  rcer<.  Yon  can  <'nly  nernit 
your  army  tVoin  liriiain  or  Ireland,  and 
every  new  armament  which  you  fend 
here  will  Ire  an  incrcafc  to  the  colonies, 
;iml  a!i  addition  to  our  numlK*rs.  Sol- 
diets  need  not  he  atraid  lodefert,  for 
tiiey  will  not  be  delivered  up  to  a  cotirt- 
xnartial,  and  they  fhall  have  every  pri¬ 
vilege  that  free'  fubjeds  can  enjoy.

Don  was  afterwards  libera¬ 
ted  from  priion,  a  friend  of  his  having 
become  Ixjund  to  fend  him  abroad;  and 
that  he  flmuld  not  be  found  in  Scotland 
for  four  years  the»^eafter,  under  the  pe¬ 
nalty  cf  10 1.  ftcrling. 

On  Tuefday  morning  the  following 
Blocking  affair  happened  in  a  hoiife  io 
tlie  Plcafance.  One  Thomas  Cuminiiig, 
a  travelling  chapman,  having  an  only 
child  who  was  dangeroufly  ill  of  tha 
fmall-pox,  and  on  whom  he  doated  to 
diftraXion,  his  mother,  the  evening  be¬ 
fore,  fent  a  widow  woman  of  her  ac¬ 
quaintance  to  aililt  in  taking  care  of  it  in 
the  night  time.  Early  on  Tutfd.iy  mor¬ 
ning  the  child  died;  which  Gumming 
getting  notice  of,  in  a  fit  of  frenzy  he 
butchered,  in  a  mofl  barbarous  manner,* 
both  his  wife  and  the  woman  w’ho  at¬ 
tended,  wnth  a  hatchet.  He  then  attempt¬ 
ed  to  cut  his  own  throat,  but  miffing  the 
wind-pipe,  he  found  means  to  hang  him- 
fclt  up  in  his  neckcloth  on  an  intliiimcnt 
he  had  fixed  in  the  wall.  In  this  difmal 
fituaticn  were  all  the  three  found  quite 
dead,  when  the  door  was  broke  open  be¬ 
twixt  five  and  fix.  Gumming  had  fome 
years  ago  been  dcpiivrd  of  his  jiulguu  nt, 
and  was  confined  in  Bedlam  ;  but  having 
reconvalefced,  was  let  at  large,  being 
deemed  perfeXly  found.  It  would  ap¬ 
pear,  however,  that  about  this  time  he 
had  rclapfcd,  as  no  other  rcafon  can  be 
affigned  for  his  perpetiaiiug  i'uch  a  de- 
fpetatc  and  cruel  deed.
